UNITED STATES 


A month of prosperity and progress is 
promised this country. Saturn still occupies 
the financial department which at best tends 
to conservatism with regard to the business 
ot the Nation but, except when under af- 
fliction this does not necessarily inhibit pro- 
gress. At the present time it tends rather 
to SECURITY — as much progress as 
may be commensurate with safety. 


The conjunction of Venus with Saturn 
December 21 may involve a National sac- 
rifice in some form, but it does not appear 
that this ultimately represents any real loss. 
Possibly some very definite decision with 
regard to Monetary Standards and Inter- 
national Debts may come out of this. It 
cannot be said just what the exact form 
may be, but this seems fairly certain — It 
may involve an important Trade Agreement 
but it does NOT involve inflation or the 
payment of any large amount of cash. You 
may draw your own conclusions from that, 


The Sun on the Ascendant sextile Jupiter 
and Trine Uranus promises success to an 
usual degree to Public Enterprises and this 
should put the Public Consciousness in a 
very optimistic mood. 


Jupiter sits high in the Heavens — very 
close to the Meridian of Washington in the 
House of supreme Authority and Govern- 
ment and in the sign of Justice, Law, Co- 
operation and equity. This puts the Presi- 
dent and the Government in general under 
powerful protection. 


During the present month of December 
—Jupiter (the Government) the President— 
will have the assistance of Saturn (the 
Treasury and Bankers); the Sun (Public 
confidence and approval); and Mercury 
(the Press and Intelligence Department), 
which should greatly advance the National 
Fortunes. 


Certain mysteries of vast significance may 
be unravelled. This may result in the solu 
tion of some mysterious crimes that have 
long baffled detection. There is a probability 
of a serious Aerial or other public disaster 
near the Southwest Coast during the first 
and third weeks of the month. 





GREAT BRITAIN 


The lunation takes place quite close to 
the Meridian of London, as calculated for 
this period which, in consideration of the 
Sun relative to Uranus and Jupiter should 
bring to the British Empire added prestige 
and power. There would seem to be a 
probability of some very fortunate agree- 
ment with a Foreign Nation. It is likely 
that U. S. will be directly involved in this. 


Neptune is so placed as to threaten the 
British Isles with more or less serious labor 
troubles for several weeks, but this does 
not appear to be particularly serious during 
the month of December. There may how- 
ever, be some peculiar trouble with Com- 
munistic movements and Social or political 
fanatics and radicals of various kinds who 
are clearly incited into unusual activity by 
some Foreign Power but this is also clearly 
incidental to the main trend of the month. 


The health of the people seems also to 
be threatened by some epidemic which may 
attract considerable attention during the 
early part of the month and the weather 
for that period may be unusually stormy 
with high winds producing extremely vio- 
lent storms at sea — particularly over the 
North Sea. This may be most noticeable 
around December 4 and December 20. 


EUROPE 


Mars the God of War, violence and de- 
struction moves in a rather menacing fash- 
ion over the European Nations. We find 
a powerful CARDINAL CROSS involving 
Mars, Uranus and Jupiter concentrated over 
the Balkans. 


Austria would appear to be right in the 
center of this Mars influence with Revo- 
lutionary Forces very active and threaten- 
ing destruction to those in Power. 


Russia appears to be under peaceful and 
constructive influences during this month 
and should make some remarkable advances 
to the end of consolidating her position 
with the rest of the World. Some very 
important agreement with a Foreign Na- 
tion is indicated — one that advances the 
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fortunes of Soviet Russia more than a little 
and this is not necessarily United States 
only — it looks as the GREAT BRITAIN 
may also be an important factor here. 


There may be a notable death in Russia 
during this month — a person whose pass- 
ing may be of great National, if not in- 
ternational, significance. 


At the time of going to Press there is 
some talk of re-opening the Disarmament 
Conference with Italy (Mussolini) taking 
the center of the stage as a Mediator with 
the other Nations for the “bad boy” Ger- 
many. With Mars over Europe involved 
in that Cardinal Cross during the major 
portion of December, it is difficult to see 
how any peaceful or peace-promoting solu- 
tion to the European problem could come 
at this time. It is more likely to develop 
in to an ARMANENT Conference rather 
than one for DISarmanent. The Delegates 
will probably each return to his home town 
determined to advise his Government that 
the best solution to this situation is to build 
more and better Battleships. 


War clouds will hover over Europe this 
month, but the storm will not break yet 
— a flash of lightning here and there pos- 
sibly as a warning of what is coming, but 
we feel certain that the real Day of Reck- 
oning is still some time in the future. That 
certainly is an explosive mixture over there 
but we believe that England may act to 
avert a crisis at this time. It looks as tho 
Mussolini has bitten off a great deal more 
than he can convcaiently chew — at any 
rate just now. 


There are indications that Hitler has en- 
tered into AN ALLIANCE with Italy. It 
is difficult to understand just how this might 
be, but it mevertheless appears that 
Mussolini may have directly or indirectly 
had much more to do with Hitler’s rise to 
power than is popularly supposed and fur- 
thermore that Mussolini is in some way 
honor-bound to support his protegé. There 
is in fact every reason to believe that 
Mussolini may be a prime factor in that 
POWER BEHIND THE SCENES which 
was undoubtedly responsible for that sud- 
den unexpected and surprisingly successful 
German Revolution. Hitler’s Horoscope, with 
Saturn in the M. C. necessarily predicates 
the existence of such secret support. For 
further details on this point we would refer 
the reader to our JUNE 1933 issue of Amer- 
ican Astrology — page 23. The progres- 
sions in Hitler’s chart for the early months 
of 1933 bear a very significant relationship 
to the Natal Planets of the Italian Dictator 
to say nothing of the fact that their Natal 
charts are also closely linked, yet Hitler and 
Mussolini are natural enemies. They are 
probably quite unaware of the fact, but if 


this thing goes on, the day will come when 
they will have no doubt of it. Any time 
it comes to that Mussolini will get the worst 
of the bargain. From a purely practical 
point of view Il Duce would be well ad- 
vised to leave that German Hornet’s nest 
alone. If he keeps fooling around there one 
of these days he will get painfully stung. 


THE FAR EAST 


CHINA has that rather doubtful but 
nevertheless peaceful conjunction of Venus 
and Saturn in that department which gov- 
erns FOREIGN RELATIONS. Therefore 
during this month whatever else may hap- 
pen China should, at least, not be harrassed 
by Foreign invasion. This conjunction is 
otherwise well aspected and may therefore 
be accepted as symbolical of PEACE. Con- 
sidering the fact that Saturn is involved 
this may be a case of “Peace at any price” 
—and the price may be considerable, yet it 
is indicative of some sort of binding agree 
ment calculated to guarantee peace and 
security against invasion. 


JAPAN appears to be in a rather unhappy 
and uncomfortable position this month. The 
Imperial ambitions of this Nation are likely 
to receive a severe jolt. There are indi- 
cations of heavy loss of Life among the 
people of this country thru A PUBLIC 
DISASTER of some kind. This is evi- 
denced by the presence of an afflicted Mars 
in the Sixth House (governing Public 
Health). This may also be indicative of 
an uprising among those unfriendly to the 
Ruling Powers of the Nation. 


We notice the significant approach of the 
degree of the August Eclipse (27 degrees of 
Leo) to the Ascendant of Japan during this 
month and it is in our opinion that if 
not this month then when Mars conjuncts 
Saturn January 17, (just after the January 
lunation, which may be classified as a dan- 
gerously explosive Lunation — taking place 
in close conjunction with Mercury on a 
cross with Uranus and. Jupiter) A JAP- 
ANESE EARTHQUAKE would appear to 
be very probable. The shocks that were 
felt on the West Coast of America during 
October were no doubt due to the pas- 
sage of this Eclipse Degree over the hori- 
zon of that Locality. 


Mars during the month of October 
squared the degree of the Eclipse from 
Scorpio and the next crisis would seem to 
be most probable when Mars in transit thru 
Aquarius approaches within orb of an oppo- 
sition to the Eclipse. By that time (Janu- 
ary 1934) the center of disturbance will have 
shifted to the ascendant for the exact Lon- 
gitude and Latitude of Tokyo. 

January 23, 1934, is revealed as a 
very significant date.

THE LAWS OF MEDIUMSHIP

Now that it has been shown that astral 
vibrations from the planets have such an 
important and far reaching influence upon 
all life, the next step is to indicate more 
precisely how these vibrations affect hu- 
manity. 

Yet the reader should not be given the 
impression that the destiny of the soul com- 
mences at its birth into human life, and that 
the planetary influences operating at this 
birth are determined by chance. Therefore. 
it seems advisable first to outline the old 
Hermetic teachings in regard to the soul. 

If the old Hermetic Law of Correspon- 
dence holds true—“As it is below, so it is 
above; as on the earth, so in the sky’— 
then not only the astral world, but the 
spiritual world, the angelic world, and the 
celestial world, are subject to the same 
seven-fold division as the physical world. 
In other words, the things and entities of 
these worlds are, even as the things and 
entities of earth, subject to planetary rul- 
ership. Of course, in the higher worlds the 
vibrations are transmitted by finer |sub- 
stances than the astral, but nevertheless, the 
entities of these realms belong to definite 
planetary families. All those things on any 
plane that are ruled by a certain planet— 
transmit that planet’s influence more freely 
than any other—are said to belong to its 


planetary family. Souls are no exception 
to this, and at the very moment of differ- 
entiation in the higher realms each belongs 
to a certain planetary family. 

I may not here speak of the angelic par- 
enthood of souls or of the circumstances 
surrounding their first existence as differ- 
entiated entities. These things are ex- 
plained in Course II—The Laws of Signa- 
tures. I may here mention that at its first 
existence as a soul it is endowed with a 
definite polarity, or quality. After its differ- 
entiation the life-impulse—that impulse 
which we observe causing all forms of life 
to struggle to live—carries the impersonal 
soul down through fleeting forms in the 
lower spiritual world, down through other 
fleeting and elemental forms in the astral 
world, and finally enables it to incarnate in 
the mineral realm of a planet. 

Do not think that the rocks and metals 
are devoid of life. Prof. Chundra Bose, 
through extensive experiments, has demon- 
strated that metals, for instance, are sensi- 
tive, may be put to sleep, may be intoxi- 
cated, or may be killed. The difference 
between their sensitivenesss and that of 
higher forms of life is one of degree due 
to less complex organization. The idea 
that I wish to convey here, however, is not 
merely that rocks and grass and trees 
as well as animals are endowed with imper- 
sonal souls, but that the soul evolves 
through these different forms. Every ex- 
perience it has in any form is recorded in 
its astral body. This astral body, plastic 
as astral bodies are to states of conscious- 
ness continually changes. Due to its original 
Polarity, the soul is attracted through the 
law of affinity—the Law that Life attracts 
Like—to a form of similar polarity. Its 
experiences in this form add new centers 
of energy to its astral body. Therefore, as 
a result of living for a time in this form 
it possesses qualities that it did not have 
before. And these qualities, after it has 
passed through a period of assimilation on 
the astral plane, cause it to be attracted to, 
and enable it to mould and function in, an 
organism of more complex structure. 

The soul, then, after it starts on its pil- 
grimage to matter and back to spirit again, 
at every step of its journey is governed by 
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the Law of Affinity. That is, the kind of an 
external form it is attracted to on the 
physical plane depends upon the organiza- 
tion of its astral form. The organization of 
its astral form depends upon the various 
experiences it has previously had, each add- 
ing new rates of vibration, and thus or- 
ganizing definite centers of energy in the 
astral form. And these centers of energy, 
which in reality are stored up experiences 
gained in other forms, give it the ability to 
handle the life processes, and thus build 
about it the new and more complex body 
to which it is now attracted. 


The soul accomplishes its evolution, 
therefore, by being attracted.to one form, 
dwelling for a time in it and undergoing 
certain experiences, then repelling this 
form and passing to the astral world. We 
speak of this repelling the physical form 
and passing to the astral plane as death. 
Then on the astral plane there is a period 
of existence in which the physical experi- 
ences are assimilated and _ reorganized. 
These assimilated experiences, persisting in 
the astral body about the evolving soul, 
give it the ability when cyclic law again 
attracts it to earth to attach itself to the 
forming crystal the spore, the divided cell, 
or the fertilized seed that forms the physi- 
cal conditions for the growth of a new 
physical entity. These experiences in di- 
recting the life processes that moulded 
some simpler form in the past, also give it 
the subconscious, or astral, intelligence that 
enables it to organize about itself, or grow, 
the more complex life-form which it now 
animates. 


I speak of intelligence advisedly. We are 
all too apt to take for granted the myriad 
wonders performed by the plants and in- 
sects and animals about us. To be sure, 
the intelligence they display is not on a 
level with that exercised by humanity. Yet 
from the same soil and air one plant will 
substract, as in the case of the common 
Red Clover, the material to build a head 
of long-tubed flowers, painting them rose 
and purple as flaming advertisements to 
the Bumble Bees upon which the fertiliza- 
tion and consequent life of the species de- 
pends, while another plant subtracts the 
material, as in the case of the common 
White Sage, for a shrub whose foliage is 
mostly white, instead of green, and whose 
flowers are white very very short tubes, 
easily accessible to the Honey Bees, and 
so exposed as to attract them, and thus 
use them as carriers of the fertilizing pol- 
len. Plants also are far more sensitive 
than is usually supposed. ‘They possess 
energy very similar to the nerve currents 
of higher animal life. The difference be- 
tween the sense of feeling in plants and 
that in animals is one of degree. This has 
been adequately and scientifically demon- 
strated by Prok Chundra Bose. 


Economic problems that still perplex 
humanity, such as the division of labor, 
have been solved by the ants and the bees. 
The Orb Weaver Spider thoroughly tests 
his base line, then produces radial lines 
that are as accurately spaced as if drawn 
by a human architect. The Oriole builds 
a hanging basket nest that any basket- 
maker might envy, and the Wasps here in 
California anticipated cold storage. They 
sting spiders in such a manner as to para- 
lyze them without producing death, and 
with them they fill the nests in which they 
lay their eggs, that the young may have 
fresh meat to feed upon during the larval 
stage. A thousand other instances of the 
intelligence of plants and animals might 
be cited. We may call it instinct, if we 
wish, but this instinct is the expression of 
a. ane adaptation of a means to an 
end. 


Neither does instinct spring into exis- 
tence spontaneously. It resides as modes 
of motion in the astral form due to experi- 
ence. ‘There is a certain organization of 
the astral form that causes it to be at- 
tracted to the species of life which it is to 
animate. ‘The physical sperm and germ, 
or the cell-life, that are the physical com- 
mencement of the new physical form, also 
have an astral counterpart. And through 
the astral vibrations that are associated 
with what scientists call the heredity chro- 
matin—that portion of the reproductive cell 
handed down from generation to genera- 
tion—race characteristics add their rates 
of energy to the astral body of the entity 
that uses these cells as a physical basis of 
life. ‘That is, certain race experiences are 
communicated through astral vibration to 
the astral body of each entity incarnating 
in the species, 


The entity cannot incarnate in the spe- 
cies, however, until it has had such experi- 
ences in lower forms of life as. will give 
it the subjective, or astral, intelligence to 
build up the new physical form it is to 
occupy. Even the food of the higher forms 
of life has had enough experience in cell- 
building that it the more readily and in- 
telligently pertorms that function again. 
Bacteria are the lowest forms of life above 
the minerals, and certain bacteria can draw 
their sustenance directly from the inor- 
ganic minerals. Plant life does this with 
greater difficulty, and the nitrates gene- 
rated by bacteria, and the humus—decom- 
posed organic life—in the soil, is a great 
aid to thrifty growth. This is because the 
astral counterparts of such organic prod- 
ucts have already had some experience with 
life processes, and therefore the more 
readily perform its functions. 

For this reason it seems highly improb- 
able that chemists will ever succeed in 
making food. Food must grow, as through 
growth the cells learn to organize physical

substances. Then when they are taken in- 
to the body of a more highly evolved entity 
their experiences in the past, stored in the 
astral counterparts of the cells, give them 
the ability readily to enter into new and 
perhaps more complex cell organizations. 
The chemist can make bread that contains 
just the correct amount of each chemical 
element. But if this bread is to sustain 
life, in some manner these elements must 
be given the astral vibrations that usually 
are acquired through the experience of 
growth. They must be forced at once from 
the kindergarten, as it were, to high-school 
intelligence. And this it is unlikely the 
chemists will ever be able to do. 

Each cell is an entity, and possesses an 
intelligence of its own. It may thus be 
said to be the expression of an impersonal 
soul. It has recently been estimated that 
there are about as many cells in the hu- 

man body as there are people on the face 
of the earth—possibly 1,700,000,000. How- 
ever, to bring our comparison nearer home, 
let us say there are 110,000,000 people in 
the United States. Now each person in 
the United States has a soul, and lives his 
own life. The United States forms the op- 
portunity for him to live and evolve such 
qualities as he can. Likewise the physical 
body of man affords the opportunity for 
its numerous population of cell life to un- 
dergo its evolution. The President of the 
United States governs the inhabitants of 
the United States in much the same man- 
ner that the soul of man governs the cell 
life comprising his body. And as the mind 
of the President is not the aggregate of the 
110,000,000 minds he governs, neither is 
the soul of man the aggregate of the minds 


of the cells comprising his body. And 
were the comparison drawn still closer, the 
soul of man would be likened to an im- 
perial ruler to whom the subject cells 
should give unquestioning obedience. 


The reproductive cells that unite to fur- 
nish the physical conditions by which a 
human soul may build about itself a physi- 
cal body, each may be said to have an im- 
personal soul. But the souls, or intelli- 
gence stored in the astral forms, of these 
reproductive cells are like other cell life, 
undergoing their own evolution, and they 
do not become the soul of the child. The 
soul of the incarnating child has its own 
astral form, in which are stored as organ- 
izations of energy, all the experiences ot 
its past. The union of the sperm and the 
germ furnish the conditions for it to be- 
come attached to the physical cells, and 
through cell division to build up about it 
a human form. The heredity-chromatin in 
these reproductive cells forms the physical 
link by which race and family character- 
istics, stored up in its astral counterpart, 
are transmitted as vibratory rates to the 
astral body of the child. These race and 
family characteristics are experiences which 
are handed on from generation to genera- 
tion, even as human traditions are passed 
from one to another by word of mouth. 
They are thus acquired by the incarnating 
soul through mental experience. They are 
experiences derived through the astral 
rather than through the physical. But as 
we shall later discern, experiences coming 
from the astral plane are quite as effective 
as those coming from the physical.

Part Il, Birth of The Nation 
By PAUL COUNCIL 


The year 1752 closed the first millenium 
of American re-development. The COSMIC 
IDEA of the Great Western Race com- 
pleted its period of gestation in the minds 
of men, It then became a radiant Sun 
whose effulgence was to illumine the course 
of human evolution for thousands of years 
to come. In the ascendancy of the Piscean 
Age (the Christian Era) all roads had led 
to Rome, but now they were converging 
in the Western World. A new symbol of 
life was approaching the eastern horizon— 
The Sign of The Son of Man. 

The Prime Mover in this eternal west- 
ward shift of civilization constitutes the key- 
stone of all knowledge of the past, of the 
present, and of the future. With rare ex- 
ceptions, everything written on this subject 
in modern times, particularly astronomical 
observation and literature, has had the ob- 
verse approach. But two demonstrating il- 
lustrations can here be afforded: First is 
the astronomical fallacy of the Pole Star 
to which all astronomical research has been 
addressed. The Greek mariners got along 
without a pole star even as we shall have 
to do for some twelve thousand years after 
the Pole leaves Polaris. The fallacy is in a 
misconception of the Precessional move- 
ment, which is orbital and only incidentally 
polarwise. Naturally all conclusions predi- 
cated on the contrary conception are fal- 
lacious to that extent. Next is the com- 
mon practice in the postulation of ancient 
symbols. Churchward, in his Lost Conti- 
nent of Mu, bases practically all his conclu- 
sions on the Nevins Tablet No, 1231 viewed 
with his back to the South. (The modern 
Swastika is the corruption of this symbol in 
reverse). On this he postulates the move- 
ment of sidereal forces from West to East, 
by which theory the whole of his three 
books are necessarily guided. The reverse 
view, and the only view that can bring the 
mechanism of the heavens into comprehen- 
sion for proper studv, quite simply demon- 
strates the East to West movement of force 
according to this symbol. The Prime Mover 
in this is the Precession of the Equinox. 

Civilization follows the Equinox in its 
westward orbital course around its own 
central sun in exact analogy with the an- 
nual circuit of the Earth. Birth, growth, 
harvest, and death follow likewise in its 
longitudes. 

Let us try to rationalize this process of 
precessional force, busily at work to bring 
the New World into being. Let us look 


upon the Earth’s surfaces as the farmer 
looks upon his fields. He rotates his crops 
for the improvement of both the land and 
its produce. Certain fields are left fallow 
for a season that they may recover of the 
elements of Nature the fertility of which 
previous harvests have depleted them, He 
lets them rest. In that sense the Western 
Hemisphere had been fallow for a sidereal 
season, beginning when the Equinox left its 
western shores some twenty thousand years 
ago. Though utterly lost to races that 
were rising and falling in the path of the 
Solar Family across the Pacific (sinking 
Mu, now the Low Archipelago, when in 
the first degree of Scorpio) over Asia and 
Europe, the Western Hemisphere still ex- 
isted — awaiting another round of evolu- 
tion when the Equinox came back again. 
But history was not literally to repeat it- 
self. The New Age was to manifest on a 
spiral above that which archaic ruins and 
vestigal remnants of human life tell us of 
its former level of culture. New crops of 
culture were to be harvested. The growth 
of the Sephirothic Tree is always upward 
toward to Sun of Life that inspires its as- 
pirations. The Great Western Race, the 
first quadrantal race since Egypt, must re- 
capitulate all races since Time began, and 
eclipse them. The cycle of this realization 
begins AD 2160, first to be felt on the con- 
tinent of South America. 


In 1752 the Equinox was approximately 
four hundred years from the first point of 
the constellation of Aquarius, or about five 
and a half degrees of zodiacal longitude. 
It was in the orb of influence. Humanity 
began to seeth with discontent, radicalism, 
and anarchy, Progressively, as the orb di- 
minishes, its re-polarization to cosmic en- 
ergy of new characteristics proceeds. Sen- 
sibilities, hopes, aspirations — every phase 
of spiritual, mental, and physical like — 
begin their re-orientation to a new celestial 
focus. The unexampled effects of this force 
in tidal movements of humanity, since 1653 
and growing in intensity at every flood, tell 
a mighty story of life on this planet as 
it will be two hundred years away. Tor- 
nadoes of unleashed energy arise in every 
breast under its stimulus which, when or- 
ganized, purges itself of the barnacles of the 
old order that would hamper its forward 
progress and stifles its self-expression. 

Such, in its own earlier degree of in- 
tensity, were the conditions in which the 
first century of American came to an end 
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in 1752. The sideral clock struck the hour 
of the colonies’ purging. The number 10 
marks the change of cycles, closing the 
lesser and opening the greater, applying 
from the minuteness of the 1080 parts of 
the Hebraic Hour through all the magni- 
tudes of Time and Space. Hence the last 
century of a millenium is the first century 
of its larger cycle. The first century of our 
first millenium was ruled by Arcanum 10, 
the second theosophical power of Arcanum 
1, indicating it to be the offspring of a still 
larger cycle; i.e., an Age. The Number of 
the Nation, 247, plus the common year 1753 
equals 2000, marking the beginning of the 
second millenium of the Western World 
and the second century of the dominant 
branch of the Great Western Race, Here 
is the mathematical key to our hypothesis, 
in validation of which, history abounds in 
the factual from this time on. It is like- 
wise the Silver Key to the Nation’s horo- 
scopes. 

For one hundred years the germinal 
Arcanum 1 had been nucleating toward the 
dynamical state. Ideas must go through 
gestation the same as all life forms. They 
must become dynamic before they can ani- 
mate the inertia of matter. Therefore, the 
partly ripened Idea of national autonomy 
had previously failed of expression in its 
abortive efforts, as the New England Con- 
federation (United Colonies of New Eng- 
land) exemplified. But now it was com- 
pletely fashioned and charged with adequate 
dynamic force to realize itself. The closing 
century then was, figuratively, the change 
of reels in the unfolding panorama of Amer- 
ican nationalism. Birth of one form is co- 
incident with the death of another. The 
creation of a new nation through the de- 
struction of the old (government) was to 
proceed under Natural Law. The passion 
to possess their expanse of Mother Earth 
obsessed the colonists. It had grown in

intensity until its fury in 1776 irresistably 
struck off the shackles of vassalism and 
seized the ground to possess the body which 
Arcanum 2 (the Sign Virgo) connotes, The 
IDEA was fully mature and functioning in 
organic form. The United States of Amer- 
ica was born, 

The Horary Chart for the United States 
has ever been a fruitful subject for innum- 
erable long and tedious arguments; but the 
argument supporting the hour used in this 
work is a short one. It is the legend that 
the hour shown on the advertising clocks 
of watchmakers is'the hour at which the 
Declaration was promulgated. This hour is 
8:17:27, and the proceedings of the Second 
Continental Congress ascribe it to the eve- 
ning of that day. Randall’s Jefferson, vol- 
ume 1, page 169, chronicles the proceedings 
in detail, concluding with: “On the evening 
of the 4th of July, the Declaration, as 
amended in Committee, was reported to the 
House and agreed to. And thus was con- 
summated ~ 

Based on that hour, Chart No. 13A, of 
over one hundred by this writer covering 
the period 1653-1952, is mechanically cor- 
rect according to progressions and transits 
throughout the period. Moreover, the solar 
revolution of July 4th, 1776, to progressed 
chart July 4th, 1653, is rich in evidence of 
the accuracy of both the Chart of its Con- 
ception and that of its Horary Nativity. 
But there is another chart which must be 
considered as the Master Chart into which 
the Horary is geared. It is the “Birthday 
Locality” chart as compiled according to the 
principles laid down in Johndro’s twin 
texts: The Stars and The Earth in The 
Heavens. The data for each of these charts 
are given in the accompanying table. 

The octave of numbers for the decade of 
the Revolution is shown in the seven-pointed 
star which represents the inverted trines of 
Involution and Evolution:

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It is with this kabbalistic chart that we 
are primarily concerned, since it is the key 
to the astrological charts to be compiled 
from the accompanying data. That prin- 
ciple that determines this, is that the sep- 
tenary scale of the Name calls out of the 
latency of the ambient, in which all life 
subsists, the vibrations to which its numbers 
tune it. Or, conversely, vibration of the 
Name evokes reactions in form according to 
the numerical scale of that particular form’s 
vibratory constitution of which the Astro- 
logical chart is the map. It is the TIMING 
system of the Sephiroth. An accurate and 
comprehensive understanding of national 
psychology and national destiny will reward 
this approach to the study of these charts. 


The involutionary trine (lst, 2nd, and 3rd 
numbers) describe the tri-partite chord of 
national entity — Spirit, Soul, and Body, 
corresponding the Trinity of Man as rec- 
ognized by all philosophies and religions. 
It is from the electro-magnetic fields in 
space, identified by these numbers, that the 
Nation inspires its cosmic endowments, its 
urges, and its motivations—its very Breath 
of Life, so to speak. The evolutionary trine 
(4th, 5th and 6th numbers) represents the 
reactions set up by the involuntary num- 
bers—their manifestations, (“The Word 
Made Flesh”) The seventh number identi- 
fies the focal center of national desires, and, 
since desires are the sincere prayers of the 
heart which are self-realizing, the position 
and aspects of this number in the horoscope 
tell what the harvest of its cycle will be. 
Of special interest is the repetition of the 
involutionary numbers in reverse order in 
the evolutionary trine. Public Spirit (Bus- 
iness) subordinates private interest to the 
commonweal. The greatest good of the 
greatest number became the single-pointed 
business of the Nation. Root Arcanum 13 
reappears in the 6th position and, having 
the Tarot significance of “Transformation 
or Death,” signifying war to the death for 
freedom. Patrick Henry, consciously or 
not, voiced perfectly the spirit of this Ar- 
canum in his words: “I know not what 
course others may take, but, for me, give me 
liberty or give me death.” As the ringing 
voice of Aries, he awoke in the people the 
same spirit. The stupendous latent powers 
of the resurrection and the new life, with 
which this Arcanum is charged, began to 
manifest in an invincible concert of action. 

But of the numbers individually: Their 


perfect coincidence with the historical set- 
ting in which the Nation was born, is too 
conspicuous to be held devoid of a mean- 
ing that our forefathers wanted us to get. 

The Root of the Name, 13, obviously 
signifies the thirteen root colonies; the 
forty-nine ultimate political subdivisions of 
the country having the root of 13 (4 plus 
9); fifty-eight signatories of the Declaration 





(5 plus 8—13); and the Great Seal of the 
United States is laden with its symbolism 
in more than a dozen forms. Psycholog- 
ically, the number describes the passion of 
the Nation for destruction and re-creation; 
its unconquerable pioneering spirit; its dy- 
namic force, activity, wastefulness, and 
sometime ruthlessness, all of which bespeak 
most eloquently the Aries nature without a 
guiding star, 

The Soul of the Nation groaned under 
twenty-seven grievances against the Crown 
(27 is the minor Arcanum from which the 
9 is involved), as was written literally in 
the Declaration. That Thomas Jefferson, 
or whoever wrote it, enumerated exactly 
27 and not 25 or 30, is not to be dismissed 
as a_ superficial coincidence. Then nine 
states must ratify the Constitution before 
the Trinity could function. More than all 
else it is urgent that we understand the 
significance of this number in the contin- 
uity of national life. If we can not carry 
out its cosmic purpose, we shall give way to 
another regime. For it is the ruling genius 
of Aquarius whose sixty generations of 
sideral time will begin to run A D 2160. 
It is the significator of our national emo- 
tions and our cultural fecundation. 


The third number, the Body Politic, is 
represented by minor Arcanum 40, involving 
the major Arcanum 4. There were fifty- 
five delegates to the first Constitutional 
Convention — the suit value of the minor 
Arcana—having the root of 10 (5 plus 5) 
or Uranus, the ruler of Aquarius, and forty 
men, representing the numbered suit cards 
(4 suits of 10 each), signed the Constitu- 
tion as adopted. Still reacting to the Num- 
ber 4, they determined that the Chief Ex- 
ecutive should hold office for four years 
after his inauguration on the fourth day of 
the fourth month after his election in the 
month of Scorpio, the astrological corres- 
pondent of the number 4. The whole span 
of the Nation’s potential destiny is revealed 
in this number: Four cycles of ten denote 
the four quadrants of the heavens and the 
forty Minor Arcana of the Tarot, signify- 
ing among many thing the realization of 
four-fold consciousness in mankind, Mul- 
tiplied by nine, we have the three hundred 
and sixty generations of sidereal time, which 
was the age of Egypt. 


Space forbids more than a brief state- 
ment of astrological charts. First in im- 
portance is their coupling. Note that the 
oblique ascension of the Horary Ascendent 
is in zodiacal conjunction with the Meridian 
of the Birth Locality figure. The Meridian 
of the Nation was in its ascendency. North 
America under the Constellation Capricorn 
is the cardinal ruler of South America under 
the Constellation Aquarius. The significance 
of this is in the Monroe Doctrine. The

Western Hemisphere shall be one Nation. 

Uranus has been more than _ unjustly 
charged with chief responsibility for the 
War of the Revolution. We find its major 
cause in the disintegrating effects of Nep- 
tune’s transit by oblique ascension in square 
Uranus in Gemini the B. L. Ascendent, 
Gemini 10:52, Uranus’ transit to this point 
had fully developed the spirit of rebellion, 
but ACTION springs from the square as- 
pect. Consequently the die would not be 
cast until Uranus came'to the square of the 
Ascendent by converse motion. When this 
came about on July 4th, Neptune 8:04 Virgo 
was on the Ascendent and Uranus was 
nearing the Meridian of the B. L. chart as 
directed to the time of the Declaration, 
which we must remember was not a dec- 
laration of war. But, dispairing of justice 
from the Mother Country, the opposition of 
Moon in Pisces, the Sign of Social Justice, 
to Saturn in Libra, the Sign of Union and 
War, with Mars in square to them from 
Gemini, forced the decision whatever the 
cost. Saturn in the house of Treasury tells 
of privation and destitution; but Jupiter, 
Venus, Sun, and Mercury in the 11th prom- 
ised unlimited support of Allies. It will be 
apparent that Virgo, Arcanum 2, 4th num- 
ber for the century, and Gemini, Arcanum 
17, the 7th number for the decade are the 
focusses of the two horoscopes. They are 
the action centers from which the Declara- 
tion emanated — the one symbolizing the 
domain which the Colonists believed to be 
their divine inheritance, the other signifying 
brotherhood, fellowship, and the equality of 
men. It is the number of the supreme co- 
ordination of member parts of society, and 
therein clearly reveals the lofty motivation 
of the imminent war. 

Perhaps the founders of this Nation were 
even greater men than we know. Possible 
they would have shone as worthy colleagues 
of the mighty ones who built the Pyramid 
of everlasting structure, For certainly this 
Nation has been oriented fo the firmament 
with no lesser genius in the magnitudes and 
gravities of the cosmos, and its elevation 
stands forth no less magnificent than Egypt 
in the symbology of jts proportions. The 
first test of its fitness to survive will be 
described in the next installment of this 
series.

It is in the eighth department of a horo- 
scope, in its relationship to the sign Scor- 
pio, that the “will therein liveth.” 


In this house is shown, by sign, planets 
and their aspects, the individual will power 
of a person. 


Directly opposing the second house, that 
of karmic debts (of so-called destiny), it 
shows to what extent the individual may 
triumph over heredity and “fate.” 


With the exception of the twelfth house 
native, that of the eighth house is most 
misunderstood of all others. He is, in 
every sense, deep and unfathomable. He is 
too proud to beg for understanding. But 
sometimes, for a few brief moments, the 
curtains of this sacred domain are lifted 
and another glimpses this dark room of 
mystery. But not for leng usually, for 
the shades are quickly redrawn leaving one 
wondering if one dreamed or imagined one 
saw what were beyond, so cold and im- 
penetrable is the exterior. 


This eighth department is called the 
house of travail, misery and death, but in 
its higher sense it is that of rebirth, tran- 
sition and New Life. 


In this house is will, magic, power. It 
shows our ability to conquer and at what 
cost, also whether we may be apt to use 
or misuse the power given us by this de- 
partment.

GENERAL FORECAST 


for those born 
December 22 to January 19 


1928 to 1942 NEPTUNE in VIRGO will 
be in transit thru the NINTH HOUSE of 
those born in the sign Capricorn, and this 
will naturally infuse an element of IDEAL- 
ISM into that department of your life which 
relates to PUBLIC LIFE. Neptune is also 
the PROMOTER and tends to vast pro- 
jects and large scale operations — relative- 
ly universal in scope in matters connected 
with Religion, Law, Philosophy, Science, 
Publishing and Public Activities of a Poli- 
tical nature. By way of illustrating the 
tendencies of Neptune in this department we 
might call attention to the fact that in 1928 
— the year Neptune entered Virgo — AI- 
fred E. Smith, born in the early degrees of 
Capricorn, became candidate for the Pres- 
idency. He rolled up a heavy vote but — 
HE DID NOT WIN; which just goes to 
prove that a good aspect from a transiting 
planet is not sufficient; much also depends 
upon how that planet is in turn aspected by 
other planets and upon many other factors. 
This transit did however give direction and 
coloring to the activities of this Capricorn 
Politician. His Platform was nothing if not 
idealistic — almost SOCIALISTIC in fact, 
Neptune is undoubtedly the ruling planet of 
the Socialist and the Communist to the de- 
gree that such are symbols of SOCIAL 
IDEALISM considered apart from the 
revolutionary (Uranian) events which lead 
up to this form of Government and which 
are necessary to clear the path for progress. 
Al Smith with his Neptunian dream was just 
a little in advance of the regular order of 
procedure. Herbert Hoover with Uranus 
ascending in his Natal chart had to serve 
a term before Neptune could take command, 
and then came Franklin D. Roosevelt also 
with Uranus ascending, but with Neptune 
conjunction Jupiter in his NATAL NINTH 
HOUSE to express the transiting Jupiter- 
Neptune conjunction of 1932 and to carry 
on the work of National evolution. This 
planetary picture of National Affairs is 
presented as an illustration of the activities 
incident to this Neptune transit and it may 
be interpreted as relatively applicable to 
individual affairs. The individual plan is 


fashioned on a smaller scale but otherwise 
is not different. 





Neptune may be to our Capricorn friends 
a Guiding Light — A Star of Hope — 
which if persistently followed will inevitably 
lead to the Heights of Achievement (Tenth 
House). The final achievement may how- 
ever be only remotely connected with, if 
not entirely unrelated, to the Neptunian 
Dream. As explained in our General Fore- 
cast for Sagittaries (November issue of 
American Astrology) Neptune is merely the 
Guiding Light but not necessarily indicative 
of the end to be attained, It may in fact 
mark the location of dangerous reefs which 
are to be avoided. Which may explain the 
strange fact that when we take Neptunian 
promises at their face value they so often 
lead to disastrous disillusionment. Neptune 
will urge you to work diligently along the 
lines indicated above as pertaining to the 
Ninth House and will no doubt fill you with 
almost religious fervor for achievement 
along these lines by holding forth a glorious 
Neptunian ideal in this connection. You will 
however be wise if you refuse to deceive 
yourself on this point — that this is after 
all but an ideal which will probably never 
be attained in just the form visualized yet 
conscious of the FACT that in working 
therefore without thought of reward you 
will eventually achieve the TRUE purpose 
of your life which is as yet concealed from 
view — hidden, no doubt, somewhere with- 
in that Neptunian Vision but quite invisible. 
Hence it may be seen that this Planet does 
call for HIGH FAITH — literally the 
Faith that CAN move mountains — which 
is a faith in the infinite justice of Nature 
that urges a Man to work faithfully and 
diligently for an ideal even tho he may 
KNOW positively that it really is impossible 
of attainment. Such a Faith never goes 
unrewarded. 

If your Birthdate is within the period 
given above (December 22 to January 19) 
you may determine (approximately) the year 
of maximum power for this Neptune transit 
in your life by adding ONE YEAR to 1928 
for each TWO DAYS that your birthdate 
is later than December 22. 


Uranus in your Solar Fourth House since 
1927 has no doubt accounted for many 
radical changes in your Domestic Life and 
also with regard to your Field of Activity 
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or Base of Operations. This has tended to 
shift your foundations and at times may 
have operated almost like an earthquake — 
the result of a sudden shift in the lower 
strata of the Earth, You have been trying 
to find a suitable LOCATION — some 
point of anchorage — a point from which 
you might work freely and find expression 
for certain original talents of which Uranus 
has made you conscious. Briefly this has 
operated to put a NEW FOUNDATION 
under your Life — under your structure of 
Achievement. You started to BUILD A 
NEW HOME under this influence and no 
doubt the first manifestation of this transit 
may have been apparently rather destructive 
since it probably commenced the work of 
rehabilitation by tearing down the old struc- 
ture. You may determine the approximate 
time of maximum power of this transit in 
your life by adding ONE YEAR to 1927 for 
each FOUR DAYS that your Birthdate is 
later than December 22. 


When Jupiter entered Libra in September 
1933 you were provided with the first genuine 
opportunity you have had to rear a super- 
structure of achievement on this Uranian 
foundation. As a result of this Jupiter transit 
during the next twelve months (up to On- 
tober 1934) you may expect to really ac- 
complish what you have been endeavoring, 
with doubtful success, to accomplish since 
1927. Jupiter will put a roof over your head 
and you may get somewhere in actual fact 
provided of course that you can train that 
Uranus to do a little compromising. This is 
necessarily an opposition (of Uranus and 
Jupiter) and as such calls for BALANCE— 
COOPERATION — and to a high degree, 
you must fit the House to its foundations— 
build it according to the Uranian Pian — 
but you must also see that this Uranian 
Foundation is secured on the solid rock of 
logic, commonsense, and practical experi- 
ence, otherwise this foundation may sud- 
denly slip at a critical moment and bring 
the whole business crashing down about 
your ears, The difficulties that arise from 
Uranus are usually due to allowing emotion 
to control or influence reason — sentiment 
rather than logic more often than not de- 
termines the policies of this planet — yet 
with maddening perversity he will insist 
upon calling this REASON and logic and 
all the powers of the Gods above or below 
cannot make him change (what he calls) 
his mind. Leave him alone and he will 
change it himself for no reason at all. Ura- 
nus will teach you that carefully formed de- 
cisions on matters of sentiment are merely 
wasted effort. 


Jupiter must also be controlled, otherwise 
he may at times urge you to rear a SKY- 


SCRAPER on a “two by four” foundation 
with the result that the first breeze of ad- 
versity will “blow your house down”. MO- 
DERATION must always be the watch- 
word under Jupiter for this is a planet that, 
under affliction, always inclines to extreme 
and too rapid expansion. It is at work in 
your Professional Department. This is an 
invitation to go after the Golden Apples of 
achievement but it is also a warning that 
“if Fortune favor be not lifted up too much” 
and that you are safe in always discounting 
your successes considerably. Never neglect 
to recognize the necessity of constructing 
your house according to the foundation that 
has already been planned and largely com 
pleted by Uranus. 


Saturn in Aquarius during 1933 and 1934 
will no doubt for the most part, and for the 
average Capricorn native (who is merely 
human), be quite a saddening and depressing 
influence upon business and finances. ‘This 
will limit your expenditures but usually in 
some undesirable and unpleasant way — 
for reasons of Necessity probably. This 
either limits your resources — you do not 
spend it because you do not have it — or 
(which is much the same thing) creates 
new demands which are, relatively, beyond 
your resources — putting you heavily in 
debt — hence often leads to bankruptcy 
(under affliction) or it simply raises prices 
(to you) so that you find yourself under the 
unpleasant necessity of paying MORE FOR 
LESS. This is a great price-raising Planet. 
No doubt his presence in the Second House 
of the Yearly Horoscope for the present 
period (calculated for Eastern U. S.) may in 
a large measure account for the price boost- 
ing that has been going on in these parts. 


You can manage very well while this 
Planet is in your money house by being 
satisfied with NECESSITIES and_ that 
means considerably less than you THINK 
you need. It is Human Nature to want what 
we (consciously or subconsciously) realize 
we cannot (or should not) have, but we al- 
ways find that we have to pay “thru the 
nose” for luxuries of any kind or degree 
while Saturn is in this department. Saturn 
always — unfailingly — gives us what we 
need but no more, and what we need is in 
the Jast analysis determined by what we can 
USE. Saturn demands that his gifts be 
applied to some practical purpose, further- 
more he has no sympathy with impatience 
and takes his almighty time about the giv- 
ing. Nor all our fretting and fuming can 
hasten the matter to the slightest degree. 


Saturn is trying to ORGANIZE your 
firiancial affairs. You will have a brand new 
set of values — or standards when Saturn 
leaves your Second House with the passing 
of 1934.

Questions and Answers 

Question—There is a doubt as to whether 
I was born on February 23 or 25. Is a Solar 
Horoscope the only kind I could have made 
satisfactorily? 

Answer—When the Birthdate is not 
known as in this case within two days very 
little information could be obtained from 
even a Solar chart erected for either one or 
the other. Of course the position of the Sun 
would change approximately only two de- 
grees in this period and while the Major 
Planets would change but very little Mer- 
cury and Venus could be off sufficiently to 
make deductions therefrom quite doubtful. 
The indications of the Moon would have 
to be ignored entirely and Progressions 
could give no information that could be 
relied on. Thus it may be said that a Hor- 


oscope of this kind would be practically 


useless. It is difficult to advise you just what 
to do about the matter. Of course there is 
but one end to be attained — fix that date 
definitely and conclusively. There is no 
reliable method for doing this by Astrolo- 
gical calculations alone, It might be at- 
tempted by checking events with progres- 
sions but the result could not be other than 
an assumption in the last analysis. 
Question—Will the Pisces people get the 
worst of the bargain when Saturn and Nep- 
tune oppose each other in 1936? 
Answer—It is not possible to generalize 
the effect of this aspect in quite that way. 
Saturn in opposing Neptune will be in the 
Home sign of Neptune, which would seem 
to place the heel of oppression and depres- 
sion directly upon the sign Pisces, but in the 
last analysis the tendencies of this opposi- 
tion in individual cases will be determined 


’ by the relationship to Saturn and Neptune 


to the Individual Horoscope and how these 
two planets may happen to aspect the Natal 
Planets. 

Question—I have the Sun in Taurus and 
the Moon in Scorpio. Why does it afflict me 
with poor results to my right eye, also the 
right side in general? How can one treat 
these ailments when Doctors have not 
helped and Healers also just help tempo- 
rarily in crises? 

Answer—The first part of your question 
—relative to the correlation of your Sun 
and Moon with this ailment — could only 
be answered after close examination of your 





“chart in detail. 

The Horoscope has been found most help- 
ful in diagnosing ailments particularly with 
respect to CAUSES and, from that point 
of view, suggesting effective treatment. For 
best results this should of course be done by 
a Physician who is also thoroly familiar with 
Astrology and practised in the art of ap- 
plying the Astrological key to these prob- 
lems. We have personal knowledge of Physi- 
cians who are doing this with a high degree 
of success. 

Astrology is indeed THE MASTER KEY 
of Science and can be used to unlock the 
doorway to the unknown in any branch of 
human knowledge — including Medicine. 
Shorn of its mystical trappings, which have 
for so long impeded its progress, Astrology 
can become, and is, in fact, fast becoming 
a practical and mathematically exact founda- 
tion for correct living — Physically, Men- 
tally, Emotionally and Socially. Philosophy 
and even Science without such a foundation 
is purely a “hit and miss’ proposition. Scien- 
tists and Philosophers without this key are 
obliged to study effects and can penetrate 
to causes, if at all, only by the laborious 
process of digging thru a mass of diversified 
and (apparently) totally unrelated effects.

As stated in our analysis 
of the U. S. Horoscope relative to the 
economic problems of the Nation (October 
issue of American Astrology — page 5), 
when we have found tlte CAUSE of any 
condition we are not far from the remedy. 


OUR COVER DESIGN 

Many readers have written to inquire as 

to the reason for the slight change that has 

recently been made in our Cover Design 

and also for an explanation of the additional 
information that has been included. 

This change was made upon suggestion of 

a reader who desired a Horoscope of the 

current Lunation to be included in the De- 

sign. This has been done and our Cover 
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Design differs from an ordinary Lunation 
chart only in the fact that the Planets are 
indicated pictorially rather than by symbol 
alone. The regular Monthly STAR MAP 
has been re-orientated to make the EARTH 
the center of the chart in place of the SUN 
as formerly, and then the entire map has 
been merely turned around to make the 
degrees of the various signs correspond to 
the cusps of the HOUSES as at the time of 
the Lunation—the date of which is given 
in the center of the chart. For instance, by 
reference to the Design on our OCTOBER 
cover it may be seen the Sun at the time 
of the Lunation was close to the Cusps of 
the TENTH HOUSE — Midheaven — 
while Saturn was rising (in the Ascendant 
— or FIRST HOUSE). This chart is cal- 
culated for EASTERN STANDARD 
TIME (75th Meridian) each month and 
naturally the House positions would vary 
with different localities.

This is decidedly a radical day marked 
bv much nervous excitement.

These tendencies are likely to 
be particularly noticeable during the morn- 
ing hours.

transit. This conjunction of the Moon and 
Neptune is followed bv a trine of the Moon 
to Mars at 9:57 P. M., and the net result 
should be a constructive combination of the 
Mars and Neptune tendencies during the 
afternoon and evening hours of this day.

Being the SABBATH day this is not so 
important insofar as Public Affairs are con- 
cerned, for of course everyone will be at 
Church and Sunday School and generally 
spend the day in devotional exercises of va- 
rious kinds or in meditation. However for 
the benefit of those benighted souls (how- 
ever few) who are less devout we would say 
that the Square to the Sun at 11:24 A. M. 
warns that the morning hours of this day 
are not favorable for asserting your author- 
ity in any situation or to any degree. Nor 
is it favorable for disputing anyone else’s 
claim to Authority. This is an aspect that

Nothing much wrong with this day. Venus 
and Saturn, now holding Court in the Sec- 
ond (Financial) House of the Yearly Hor- 
oscope (for this period), are likely to be 
stimulated along conservative lines. Love 
and Duty are thus combined in the con- 
sciousness of Humanity to the benefit of all 
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concerned. This is an aspect that gives a 
tendency to cheerfully agree with Necessity 
and with the result that Financial gain with 
safety and security is realized. 


The trine of the MOON to VENUS at 
10:02 A. M. and the trine to SATURN at 
10:52 P. M. just about takes in the whole 
day and makes of this an excellent day for 
the harmonious settlement of Business, Fi- 
nancial and Professional matters.

The square to Mars at 8:26 A. M. fol- 
lowed by the conjunction with Jupiter at 
9:43 A. M. is an indication of prodigal and 
reckless tendencies, which result is some 
serious explosions (literally and figuratively 
speaking). This is a combination that tends 
to lack of emotional control and also lack 
of prudence in the material affairs of life. 
These tendencies are likely to be most no- 
ticeable among those in Authority or others 
who aspire to positions of power. It may 
give inordinate ambition which over-reaches 
its mark.

The square to Saturn at 2:37 A. M. (men- 
tioned already in connection with the Venus 
square of last evening) is likely to be modi- 
fied to some extent and rendered much less 
depressing by reason of a couple of har- 
monious aspects in force at about the same 
time. 

There is a sextile to Neptune at 2:12 A.M. 
which infuses a certain amount of idealism 
into the situation and should be of consid- 
erable assistance (mentally at least) by ren- 
dering us to some extent independent of 
circumstances. This is an aspect that brings 
GOOD NEWS of a somewhat secret or 
mysterious nature which operates to raise 
the vibrations—A STAR OF HOPE shin- 
ing thru the clouds (of depression)—just a 
little glimmer of light perhaps and still very 
distant but it gives a promise of the dawn 
of a brighter day. 

A sextile to Mars at 1:59 P. M. is an 
aspect of energy and action—constructive 
action.

Mercury rules this day with some help 
of a constructive nature from Venus late in 
the evening.

A trine to Neptune at 1:36 A. M. is favor- 
able for all secret matters, for psychic ac- 
tivities, also for Navigation, This further- 
more releases constructive inspirational 
forces which may be very helpful to those 
engaged in creative mental work.

When Saturn has completed his transit 
through AQUARIUS the world may be 
sadder but certainly will be much. much 
wiser. Saturn in this sign is pre-eminently 
the “TRUTH SEEKER and SCIENTIST.” 
He applies the methods of scientific analy- 
sis to Social Problems. He may carry this 
to the extreme where Human Personalities 
become little more than mathematical 
equations and Human emotions, mere ab- 
stractions. For the time at least, this 
necessarily, automatically, speeds death to 
INDIVIDUALISM as a Social principle. 
Saturn, the natural organizer and discip- 
linarian, has no faith in the philosophy of 
Individualism as a practical working prin- 
ciple of Life. Such a philosophy essen- 
tially precludes organized effort of any 
kind which in the domain of Saturn is 
necessary for the efficient functioning of 
all members of Society—for the good of all. 
Hence Saturn is first the DICTATOR who 
strives, by the sternest disciplinary action, 
if necessary, to bring all members of a 
Social unit within strictly organized limits. 
He then, in the capacity of Administrator, 
is no longer under the necessity of dealing 
with, and satisfying the personal demands 
of, a large number of individuals all in 
competition one with another, but is rather 
in a position to bargain collectively with 
all of them at once, as a group. This not 
only eliminates competition with its conse- 
quent cruelty and injustice to the weaker 
members of the group but is also a very 
convenient arrangement for Saturn (the 
Boss); it permits him to control the entire 
Social mechanism with ease—by just pull- 
ing a few wires here and there. Saturn 
likes to have things so arranged that by 
just turning a switch (making one contact) 
he can stop or start the whole works; he 
touches a button and presto! — the house 
moves off its foundation. Saturn is the 
father of TRADE UNIONISM, as he is 
also responsible for every Autocracy that 
has ever existed in the History of the 
World. It is merely a matter of where his 
interests or activities may be focused. This 
is in turn determined to a large degree by 
the sign position of Saturn. 

While the advantages of these Saturnine 
methods are many, inasmuch as they per- 
mit the efficient functioning of the Social 


Machine with a minimum of friction and 
also to the degree that it offers protection 
to those who might otherwise be ridden 
down in the rush of competitive Life where 
victory is always to the strong — where 
“survival of the fittest” is the dominant law 
of Life, yet these Saturnine principles in 
operation also have their disadvantages 
which are almost equally as undesirable. 
For one thing it leads inevitably to Autoc- 
racy to various degrees and in various 
forms. Economically it permits the for- 
mation of TRUSTS. Politically it fosters 


the growth of the POLITICAL MA- 
CHINE and various other concretions, 
political, economic, or (purely) Social 


which, like cancerous growths, gnaw at the 
vitals of the Body Social, until it eventually, 
inevitably results in death—often (most 
often) a very painful death. The very fact 
that Saturn does protect the individual 
from unfair competition is what permits 
these various perverted manifestations to 
take form. By protecting the weak he per- 
mits the further development of their 
weakness by relieving them of responsi- 
bility. He often would strengthen the 
weak at the expense of the strong and thus 
only succeed in weakening the strong. In 
fact the very power of Saturn is more often 
than not founded upon weakness for only a 
weakling will submit to tyranny. He places 
the strong, able and efficient Individual in 
competition with an organized group of 
weaklings who individually would be pow- 
erless to protect themselves. So long as 
Saturn stands as a symbol of the collec- 
tive strength of the group and is actuated 
by unselfish motives, all is well, for he is 
then in his proper role as Administrator— 
a symbol of JUSTICE. The original cre- 
ator of an Organization is usually moti- 
vated by such a lofty deal and therefore 
does, as a rule, use his power unselfishly. 
The evils arise when, after the Creator has 
moved on, the Organization continues to 
function as a soulless entity — a veritable 
Frankenstein Monster—ensouled, if at all, 
by some Leader who has absolutely no con- 
ception of the original Ideal and sees in 
this Machine and the collective power it 
represents only a golden opportunity to 
achieve his own selfish pcrposes: From 


then on the Machine continues to sap the 
vitality (substance) of its subjects, until 
eventually even that is exhausted, and when 
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the time of CRISIS arrives—as it always 
does — when some individual member, 
more ambitious than the average, decides 
to test the strength of the Organization, 
it is found to be but an empty shell that 
flies to pieces at the first touch of the 
Hammer. ‘The Leader thereof finds that, 
having continually taken out without put- 
ting in, he has in fact entirely dissipated 
his resources—that his collective strength, 
which he thought equal to any emergency, 
has in fact vanished, and that he must face 
the situation alone—as an individual—and 
Saturn must do his work all over again 
after the wreckage is cleared away. 

Upon the Social consciousness and con- 
tacts of Humanity (in a more individual 
sense) Saturn in Aquarius will also have 
a very definite influence, for Aquarius is 
the natural ruler of the House of Friends 
(impersonal relationships). Saturn in this 
position promotes understanding—founded 
upon the wisdom of experience — rather 
than mere friendship in the ordinary sense 
of the word. Hence this transit. will in 
individual cases incline toward a limited 
number of profound, intellectual or philo- 
sophical friendships—friendships that serve 
some practical purpose. Fraternal Organ- 
izations of this nature will therefore be 
aided and promoted by this transit. Saturn 
is not sympathetic to the casual acquain- 
tanceships and frivolous entertainments 
that ordinarily pass for Social Life. We 
could therefore expect the Social Whirligig 
to turn at a much less dizzy pace under 
this influence. The Social Set will no doubt 
develcp quite an unwonted interest in seri- 
ous subjects and studies—Science, Philoso- 
phy, Political Economy, etc., and our So- 
cial Leaders will go in for Politics and 
Social Reform movements in a big way. 

Aquarius may be_ said to be the 
THRESHING FLOOR of Society—or the 
World Soul. This is the sign of REALI- 
ZATION and only what is REAL or 
necessary can pass this portal while Saturn 
guards the threshold. He may be friendly 
enough but is always coolly impersonal and 
at best uncompromisingly sincere — A just 
but stern judge who coldly, impartially— 
without mercy and without malice—sepa- 
rates the sheep from the goats. It is not 
easy to put anything over while Saturn is 
in Aquarius for this fellow can detect in- 
sincerity or a sham instantly. He wants 
and will have the genuine article—‘Truth 
at any cost” is the demand and ofttimes 
the cost IS very great indeed. It is inevi- 
table that this transit would bring disillu- 
sionment to many people when trickery 
(which is ever present) materializes in some 
tangible form under this crystallizing pow- 
er. This will account for the many sad 
experiences of Social Significance (to in- 
dividuals and to groups of individuals) 


which may befall during the period of this 
transit (1933-1934) when trusted friends and 
leaders fail us under the test conditions 
of everyday life. Saturn applies the acid 
test of unselfishness to relationships and 
organizations. If there is any selfish weak- 
ness in the structure it will surely crack 
under the strain which this transit will 
place upon it. Saturn is the symbol of 
GREAT NEED. When this transit is past 
Humanity in general will have arrived at 
a new realization and appreciation of the 
significance of that old adage—“A friend 
in need is a friend indeed.” It is to be 
expected that many of us may not have 
many friends left when this is over. Saturn 
in Capricorn (1930-1931-1932) certainly suc- 
ceeded in creating the necessary test con- 
ditions. 

_ The more constructive phases of Saturn 
in Aquarius may be expected to manifest 
during the month of DECEMBER. The 
most important aspects formed by this 
planet during this month are but three in 
number and those harmonious. It may be 
said that Saturn does, in fact, hold the key 
to general success this month for he is 
the only planet of major importance that 
does not get into some kind of trouble in 
the course of the month. 

Mars and the Sun, in adjacent signs, 
keep getting in each other’s way during 
the first three weeks with Mars—an effi- 
cient but excessively ambitious and un- 
compromsing Mars in Capricorn—manag- 
ing to destroy just about everything the 
Sun succeeds in building, with one excep- 
tion. Saturn sextiles the Sun but is not 
annoyed by this squabbling between the 
Sun and Mars. He goes serenely on his 
way—carefully and methodically construct- 
ing his organization and those who study 
and understand the requirements of Saturn 
(we have tried to explain them, at least in 
part) and who keep their course set by 
this star will come through safely and 
with enduring benefits. 

The Sun sextile Saturn December 4 
should bring Saturn forth as a trusted and 
trustworthy friend or counsellor. A new 
friendship formed at this time should be 
very helpful and should endure—provided 
the Saturnine principles are adhered to. 
This also promotes success and progress 
in the realms of Science, Religion, Philoso- 
phy, Publishing, Advertising, Foreign Re- 
lations (International Affairs) and in con- 
nection with any movement that may have 
as its objective Social upliftment or SE- 
CURITY. Strangers may meet to great 
mutual advantage under such a configura- 
tion. 


Venus conjunction Saturn December 21 
sends out a call for Sacrifice—for some- 
one who is willing to sacrifice happiness 
or what ever may be the most cherished 
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possession on the Altar of Service. In a 
more individual sense it might mean the 
sacrifice of an ideal on the altar of ambi- 
tion. Usually it means a loss of something 
or someone—whether this be in the inter- 
est of an ideal, ambition, at the call of 
duty or from sheer necessity. At best it 
creates heavy responsibilities, though these 
need not necessarily be considered hard- 
ships—they may be willingly or even gladly 
accepted. At worst it produces selfish, 
grasping greed and mean jealousies but it 
is improbable that this will be the form of 
manifestation at this time for this con- 
junction is not otherwise afflicted and is 
followed (within two hours) by a harmon- 
ious aspect. 


Mercury sextile Saturn December 21 is 
an aspect that inclines to honesty, strict 
morality, self-control and good, sound, 
practical commonsense. It is very helpful 
in the work of Organization and, as Mer- 
cury is in Sagittaries, especially in matters 
connected with Science, Religion, Law, 
Politics, Publishing, Advertising, Interna- 
tional Affairs and Long Distance Trans-. 
portation. Mercury sextile Saturn is not 
likely to break any records but HE GETS 
THERE~—safely. You are safe in a Car, 
an Aeroplane, or a Boat when a Mercury 
in good aspect to Saturn is in control. The 
same goes for Organizations, Investment 
Companies, and Governments. He does not 
run any races but he doesn’t stall half-way 
to his destination either—a slow, steady 
pace is the rule but that is just the pace 
that eats up the distance too—‘‘ask a man 
who owns one.” This aspect should pro- 
duce amicable, just and binding INTER- 
NATIONAL AGREEMENTS and might 
also be expected to be of much assistance 
in the development of Transoceanic Air 
Services. Possibly a NEW SCIENTIFIC 
DEVELOPMENT may come out of this 
—we do not say “discovery” because Sat- 
urn does not discover things—he merely 
gives them form, so that they become vis- 
ible—tangible. 





NEPTUNE 


Neptune, way down there is the depart- 
ment governing Labor; the Working classes 
and Public Health, has a somewhat hang- 
dog, and from certain points of view, a 
decidedly sinister expression. He looks like 
an underdog sure enough — and a dirty 
one. Under the square from the Sun De- 
cember 4 and the square from Mercury 
December 20 he may manifest distinctly 
COMMUNISTIC tendencies. He will no 
doubt try to interfere with the smooth and 
fullest development of the admirable rela- 
tionships indicated by the Saturn aspects 
listed above. In this unholy work he has 
the backing and assistance of Mars (in 
Capricorn) whom he inspires with a soar- 


ing ambition that has nothing whatever to 
do with the purposes of Saturn or the 
general welfare. Mars, is out for himself, 
and Neptune from down under, assures him 
that is all that counts. Mars is likely to 
make a bid for his place in the Sun about 
December 10 under a qsuare from Mars to 
Jupiter. However we think that Neptune 
has picked the wrong one this month for 
that Sun in Sagittaries sextile both Saturn 
and Jupiter further aided by the wit and 
cleverness of Mercury is powerful to tri 
umph over the machinations of Father Nep- 
tune (however foxy and subtle that trickster 
may be. 

The position of Neptune at this time 
warns us to guard the health carefully— 
paying particular attention to Diet — and 
also that special caution is necessary in 
the matter of Navigation (by Air or 
Water). The negative phases of this influ- 
ence are likely to be particularly dangerous 
under the square of the Sun to Neptune 
December 4 and the square of Mercury to 
Neptune December 20. At these times it 
behooves everyone to look where he is 
going. There is a possibility of walking 
into a manhole or into some other form of 
trap in a less literal sense. It seems like 
a cruel and heartless thing to say but 
nevertheless it might also be wise to be- 
ware of any one who comes for help or 
begs for mercy while these aspects are in 
force. It is likely to be just another trick 
from Neptune’s bag of tricks. This fel- 
low under affliction is mighty treacherous 
and cruel. He is the boy who cried “wolf” 
and on occasion he will not hesitate to bite 
the hand that feeds him. When it comes to 
the old “badger game” he is a past Mas- 
ter. 

When Mars trines Neptune December 5, 
we are likely to witness an exhibition of 
the more constructive power of Neptune 
(through Mars), but just what good this 
is going to do anyone but Mars and Nep- 
tune it is difficult to see. This appears to 
be definitely out of harmony with the plans 
of the Sun, Jupiter and Saturn, and cer- 
tainly not in any way directly connected 
with or helpful to the major purposes of 
the month. However some ambitious and 
Martial friend of Neptune (the Socialist 
and Idealist) may achieve a measure of 
success under this aspect which may tem- 
porarily appear very impressive indeed, but 
a little later in the month this same Mars 
runs afoul Uranus (Mars square Uranus 
December 19), and so it looks as though 
this temporary victory may prove empty 
and the ship of achievement may go on the 
rocks after all, as Mars with true martial 
impulsiveness rushes in where angels would 
fear to tread. Uranus is not likely to be 
knocked off-center by this Mars aspect for 
he has the support of the Sun (separating 
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from a trine December 15), to be followed 
later by Mercury trine Uranus December 
28. It will be Mars who will suffer the 
most from this bout and a little later that 
troublemaker (Mars) will have to give an 
accounting to Saturn who will demand an 
explanation for all this disturbance. Mars 
is headed into Aquarius and will conjunct 
Saturn January 17—then just watch the 
fur and feathers fly. 


JUPITER 


Jupiter is doing his best to bring about 
a harmonious adjustment of our system 
(form) of Social relations through the de- 
partment of partnerships, legal affairs and 
cooperative activities in general, and to a 
certain extent may succeed with the help 
of a sextile from the Sun December 10, 
which tends to the formation of harmon- 
ious, equitable and mutually profitable 
agreements of various degrees. But again 
Mars will have none of it but proceeds 
to blow the whole business to smither- 
eens when he squares Jupiter December 
13. He hasn’t anything against the Sun 
particularly but Jupiter gives him a pain. 
Of what use is this agreement anyway? 
It does not serve any purpose that Mars 
can understand so it is just another scrap 
of paper to him: “tear it up’—into the 
waste basket it goes—and that’s that. 
However it appears probable that this mat- 
ter may be re-opened and this agreement 
may be resurrected under the sextile of 
Mercury to Jupiter December 26. This 
time it will probably stick. This aspect 
may also be expected to promote rapid 
progress and unusual success in all the 
affairs of life previously listed as coming 
under the rulership of Mercury (and the 
Sun) at this time. This is in a general 
way an excellent time for marriage, for 
business partnerships for long journeys, 
for international agreements, and for the 
settlement of court cases. It should be 
particularly helpful to authors—tending to 
unusual success in connection with publi- 
cations. Advertising campaigns should also 
go over in a big way under this aspect. 


URANUS 


Uranus is doing a pretty good job this 
month over there in Aries—the sign of 
LEADERSHIP, pioneers, and NEW EN- 
TERPRISES. Uranus has for a long time 
now (since 1927) been busily engaged in 
TRAIL BLAZING — clearing the way for 
progress—getting things started and espe- 
cially along new and original lines. At 
times he has had his troubles — plenty of 
them. While Saturn was in Capricorn 
(1930-1931-1932) he couldn’t get to first 


base and just now (during recent months) 
he is having some trouble getting around 
Pluto, which happens to have been squar- 
ing Uranus from Cancer. We are not 
quite sure just what this might be ex- 
pected to produce, but it probably means 
that Uranus may have to kill off a few of 
the old moss-backs before he can really 
get anywhere in particular. 

The Sun trine Uranus, December 15, is 
a symbol of Leadership par excellence. It 
is an aspect that strengthens the Will and 
should help some worthy Pioneer to attain 
to a position of authority and indepen- 
dence. It augments the magnetic forces 
and generates a great power of attraction 
in all centers which may happen to be in 
any way in harmony with the configura- 
tion. It gives breadth of Vision and 
stability of purpose among the Leaders and 
Statesmen of the World. It stimulates 
Public interest in some New Cause or 
Movement for the upliftment of the Race 
or for the improvement of Social condi- 
tions and international relations. It should 
bring into prominence some World Leader 
who inspires confidence because he defin- 
itely stands for something. Such men al- 
ways achieve their purposes which calls 
to mind a remark made by a certain French 
Statesman prior to the Revolution. Having 
contacted Robespierre, this man, a mem- 
ber of the old Regime, was nevertheless 
moved to admit: “That man (Robespierre) 
will succeed because he believes what he 
says.” 

This Sun Uranus trine may throw the 
spotlight on some Public Leader who, by 
virtue of his burning zeal, may claim a 
large following — one who has a strong 
sense of the dramatic yet is also very 
human and able to reach the hearts of 
people. It is an aspect that produces dra- 
matic events, dramatic successes; an ex- 
cellent influence for Statesmen, Govern- 
ment Officials, and also Scientific Thinkers 
and Explorers. ‘This is an inspiring pic- 
ture and we might become really enthus- 
iastic about the possibilities but—Mars— 
that pest—can’t we get rid of this fellow? 
—comes along with his handy little hatchet 
and at least threatens to chop down the 
cherry tree. It seems our friend (?) Mars 
is likely to repeat his performance (under 
the Mars-Jupiter square) when he squares 
Uranus December 19. This is what has 
been happening all month so far — just 
when the Sun gets things all nicely set in 
some department Mars decided it does not 
fit in with his plans and he just “puffs and 
puffs and blows the house down.” There 
is one little pig however who isn’t in any 
danger—Saturn. Saturn wouldn’t think of 
building a house with anything less sub- 
stantial that bricks and stones—he doesn’t 
mind the work so long as he is safe and 
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anyhow it seems that “the big black wolf’ 
(Mars) isn’t particularly interested in him 
anyway this month, so we would say to 
Jupiter and Uranus—if you want safety 
or any permanent results from the activi- 
ties of this month it may be advisable to 
give Saturn power of Attorney over your 
affairs and let him run the show. 

When Uranus is slapped by Mars in this 
deliberate and resounding fashion he is 
somewhat inclined to become a bit impa- 
tient—yet it does no good to become im- 
‘patient—that only makes matters worse. 
What is called for here is well nigh infinite 
patience, tact and humility — do a little 
manoeuvering—Saturn will show you how. 
It is a time to avoid unnecessary risks and 
if a direct attack is made upon your honor 
—your Social or Professional standing, 
well this is the penalty for being different 
and it isn’t really anything to become ex- 
cited about. Any man who shoves his 
head above the curbstone takes a chance on 
having his face walked on. Only be sure 
you don’t give them any ammunition to 
pelt you with. If you do this you can’t 
blame anyone but yourself. It’s a cruel 
world—especially when Mars squares Uran- 
us. It might be interesting to you to know 
that the Editor has this aspect. in his 
birthchart—in fact this benighted mortal 
has all the afflictions—he grabbed them all 
—that’s why he likes to write about them. 


MARS 


Now you may be minded to ask WHO 
IS MARS? This planet has figured rather 
prominently in the foregoing analysis and 
has been revealed as a trouble-maker of 
mean accomplishments. Well — in an 
International sense we find him sitting 
right over the Meridian of Berlin at this 
time, so perhaps he may be accepted as a 
symbol of Hitler — not that we have any- 
thing in particular against Hitler—he is no 
doubt quite all right in his place—God only 
knows where that place is—it may be Ger 
many for all we know bht he does seem to 
be a magnet for trouble and it therefore 
seems probable that friend Mars may have 
quite the time of his life when he iets over 
in that vicinity. 

In the United States, Mars will be ca- 
vorting around in the department that 
governs the safety and welfare of the 
People of the Nation, which may make 
the Public unusually rebellious, violently in- 
clined and subject to many more or less 
serious disasters which may involve heavy 
loss of life. This however really belongs 
in another chapter. Individuals may arrive 
at an understanding of the personal signifi- 
cance of Mars and the other planets by 
reference to the PERSONAL FORE- 
CASTS given for each of the twelve signs. 


SUMMARY 


December 1 to December 10 

Ambitious ventures may fail through lack 
of coordination. Caution must be com- 
bined with courage and Business situations 
call for much wisdom and Organizing abil- 
ity. Idealists must recognize the demands 
of Necessity and common sense—practical 
exigencies must not be ignored. On the 
other hand those in Power must be com- 
passionate and cannot afford to ignore the 
rights of those they serve or from whom 
they would have service. SERVICE — un- 
selfish service, should in fact be the ideal 
of all those who would exercise the pre- 
rogatives of Authority. “Let not ambition 
mock their useful toil” is a mighty good 
thing to keep in mind at such a time. A 
good time for serious enterprises but not 
safe for speculative ventures. 

December 10 to December 16 

Favorable for independent ventures, for 
starting new enterprises, for attempting 
anything radically different, original and 
out-of-the-ordinary, but decidedly confus- 
ing, contradictory and rather unsafe for all 
matters that involve cooperation, partner- 
ships, legal activities and agreements of 
any kind. Success in such matters is likely 
to be shortlived and attempts to force a 
settlement of such are likely to prove 
abortive. This is a time to strike out on 
a new road, but travel alone for the time 
being at least. 


December 16 to December 23 

This is when you may profitably forsake 
the independent angle and move over into 
the department of partnerships, legal af- 
fairs and cooperation. Uranus is going to 
need help but it is not advisable to attempt 
to fight it out toe to toe at this time— 
this is no time for a slugging match. Such 
tactics would only mess up the place with- 
out getting anything—worth having. This 
situation calls for tact, diplomacy and some 
clever manoeuvering. Quite unfavorable 
for speculative ventures, but favorable for 
serious enterprises, organization work, etc. 
A conservative policy will be most suc- 
cessful at this time. 

December 23 to December 31 

The best period of the month. It would 
seem that Uranus the Pioneer succeeds in 
arriving at a mutually satisfactory under- 
standing and arrangement with Jupiter in 
the cooperative department through a sane, 
sensible but also progressive Mercury in 
the department of Public relations. The 
result should be rapid progress and devel- 
opment of enterprises. Particularly favor- 
able for all matters connected with Law, 
Religion, Science, Long Journeys, Legal 
Affairs, Publishing, Advertising, and Inter- 
national Affairs (or foreign Relations), also 
for Speculation.

Saturn in your Eleventh House does not 
deny friends but it does tend to limit them 
considerably both as to quality and quan- 
tity.
